and with the system of sections and 
fares in operation, renders the trams 
very popular with the bulk of those re- 
quiring to travel along the streets upon 
which Tramways are laid. 

‘A comparison with Home systems 
which have approximately the same 
length of track ax we have in Shanghai 
discloses the fact that our service is 
already about one-third more frequent! 
than the average of these systems, 

Owing to the very low fares obtain- 
able, which are further discounted by the 
depreciation of subsidiary coinage, it is 
necessary, in order to avoid operation 
losses, not only to have the cars well 
‘occupied but to carry a considerable: 
proportion of the traffic by trailer cars 
which, as compared with motor cars, 
are cheaper ax regards both initial cost 
and working expenses. 

Tam directed to state, however, that 
ff arrangements for Through Running 
could be made, the Company would, no| 
doubt, submit to the Council plans for 
some additional motor cars of a some- 
what different type from those at present 
in tse,

Refuse should not be allowed to 
accumnlate, and a properly covered, 
easily-lifted galvanised iron receptacle 
should be provided.

Proper 
receptacles for these purposes may be 
obtained at the Health Office, Yards 
and Drains should be kept in a good 
state of repair and frecly finshed with 
water.
